He is n composer, his works be- 
ing: Four Saints in Three Acts 
(opera), The Mother of Us All, 
Symphony on n Hymn (Tunc), 
Second Symphony, Capital Cap- 
itals Masses, Portraits, Three 
String Quartets, The Plow that 
Broke the Plains, The River, 
Louisiana Story (music for pic- 
tures) and also selections for 
piano, organ, songs, etc. His 
books include State of Music 
1939; The Musical Scene, 1045;

For the last little while students have been 
going around McGill in uniform, recruiting for 
the University contingents of Canada's armed 
services. 

University students are offered a unique op- 
portunity by the services, being able to earn 
themselves commissioned rank with a minimum 
of inconvenience. By spending one night a week 
in training during the University year, and by 
training for at least twelve weeks in each of two 
or three .summers, it is possible to become a 
2/Lieutenant' (Army), a Pilot Officer (RCAF), 
or a Sub-Lieutenant (Navy), in either the active 
or reserve forces.

MODERN RELIGION, or SALVATION BY NEON LIGHT

Most of the "ills of humanity" 'announcements of the schedule of 



that people are complaining about services 
so much these days have probably 
«xisted since humanity itself be- 
gan, but this writer feels that at 
least one major crudity of modern 
life is purely contemporary: the 
cheap vulgarity of so much reli- 
gious advertising. 

A New Fad 

There is little evidence that the 
people of any past era plastered 
the name of God about on highway 
signs and in neon lights (or old- 
time facsimiles thereof) the way 
we do today. 

As American humorist H. Allen 
Smith once commented on a drive 
through the middle west: The side 
of the road was heavy with bill- 
boards, most of which were adver- 
tising God. 

The Reason? 

Why does the hand of that great 
pandcrcr, the advertiser, treat re- 
ligion as it treats foundation gar- 
ments and breakfast cereals? 

There is no trick to the answer, 
hut behind it lie some unplensnnt 
facts. 

The purpose of advertising is, 
of course, to sell. 

A Necessity 
Churches would not advertise 
unless they needed to be sold. Since 
most loudly-advertising churches 
relatively recent arrivals on

the religious scene, we may sny 
that they advertise because it is 
the only way they can compete 
with the older, more established 
: churches) which themselves usually 
limit thjblr advertising to casual

Not Alone 
However, even the most eonser- 
'ative old-school churches can 
toop pretty low in their ad tech- 
niques if they feel they are losing 
oo much ground to the newcomers. 

Granted that a religious group, 
eeling it has something to say to 
.he world, must ndvertiso to at- 
;ract the public's attention; but 
surely religion is one thing which 
.hould, be conducted on a high 
?lane? 

Some Examples 
Take a look at the church page 
n a recent Saturday issue of a 
mpcr in a major English-speuking 
:ity. 

"Crusade for Christ — plan to 
hear the musical Alaimos — in- 
•pirationnl congregational singing 

— to know Him ... to make Him 
Inown — instrumentais — duets 

— church choir — solos — qunr- 
ette — music." 

"Atomic Scientist — salvation — 
icaliiig — preacher — choir — 
liano — accordion — orchestra." 

"7 pm — God's Wrath. The pas- 
;tor will continue his exposition /if 
Romans." 

"Christians Rally! Raise High 
he Standard of the Lord! Accor- 
lionist, male quartette, vocal duet, 
omet trio, organ,, chimes." 
And So On 
The demonstration goes on end- 
lessly. 

The emphasis is not on religion, 
but on 8tuntism — musical enter- 
tainment, massed singing of ai 



emotional type, and preachers who 
depend more on the noise they 
make than on the value of their 
words. "Come to our church for 
dynamic preaching, fiery gospel 
eading," yells one ad! 

Scared Rabbits 

"Religion is the only hope of 
he world!" shout people who are 
o frightened by the abyss of com- 
nunism that their only reaction is 
o.turn and run in the opposite 
direction, regardless of what other 
abyss they may fall into. 

Religion is the hope of no one if 
it is to be based on spectacle, dis- 
play, entertainment and stunts — 
ir, to sum it up, emotion. 

Away From Sense 

Religion MUST be based on rea- 
son. Emotional religion cannot 
help but lead the world astray. 
One fears, however, that reason is 
edging out of religion just when 
■we need it most. 

The best demonstration of this 
tendency is the spectacular success 
cf Dr. Hilly Graham. Thousands 
upon thousands of people have 
turned out to see and hear him, 
attracted by his high-level thea- 
trics. There is nothing less holy 
than the sight of 25,000 people 
t iddenly bowing their heads when 
Dr. Graham bows his. It is an in 
tinctive emotional reaction fol 
owing the build-up he gives them. 

This sort of thing — nnd the 
older churches are not entirely de- 
void of it — must be stopped if 
Hglon is to bo saved. 



Hurricane Hazel had a damp- 
ening effect on the McGill Rcdmen 
this weekend.

80 m.p.h. winds, two rivers trans- 
formed into raging torrents, seven 
inches of rain in twelve hours, and 
other equally depressing events, 
the ronds and rail lines west of 
Toronto were washed out Friday 
night. 

Fate 

The workings of fate do strange 
things. As it turned out, the foot- 
ball team arrived at London on 
one truih and the band and choer- 
leaderettcs — excuse use, we meant 
cheerleaders — on another.
